REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1963 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Northampton  Rural  District 
Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  myself  and 
Mr.  Miller  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  19&3« 

Statistics  in  general  agree  with  those  of  the  rest  of  the 
country.  A  large  number  of  measles  were  notified  and  one  can  only 
hope  in  the  near  future  that  immunisation  against  measles,  which 
is  being  tried  out  at  present,  will  eradicate  it  eventually. 

Water  supplies  have  been  satisfactory,  and  swimming  pools  in 
the  area  are  regularly  inspected  during  use.  Many  schools  are  now 
using  small  Canvas  pools  which  will  have  to  be  checked  regularly, 
although  they  are  chlorinated. 

It  was  again  necessary  to  warn  several  milk  suppliers 
regarding  the  contamination  of  mi  He  bottles,  and  also  in  some 
cases  the  presence  of  foreign  bodies.  Inspection  of  meat  was 
carried  out  regularly,  and  improvements  of  slaughter  houses  were 
completed  in  accordance  with  the  Meat  Regulations  of  1963. 

I  must  again  thank  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  I  am  also 
pleased  that  a  Public  Health  Inspector  attends  the  Health  Congress 
in  rotation  each  year.

Special  Note 

The  latter  part  of  the  most  severe  winter  within  living  memory 
stretched  through  more  than  the  first  three  months  of  the  year.  This 
factor  inevitably  had  its  effect  upon  the  work  of  the  department. 

On  the  1st  October  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963  came 
into  effect  requiring  considerable  extra  duties  and  responsibilities 
to  be  carried  out  from  the  small  staff.  Less  essential  duties  than 
those  of  food  protection  had  necessarily  to  be  set  on  one  side.

Seven  deaths  of  infants  under  4  weeks  of  age  were  assigned  to 
the  District,  giving  a  neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  12.6  Administrative 
County  12.3,  England  and  Y/ales  14.2.

Seven  deaths  of  infants  under  1  week  were  assigned  to  the 
District,  giving  an  early  neo-natal  mortality  rate  of  12.6, 
Administrative  County  11.1.

2.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  bacteriological  work  associated  with  the  Public  Health 
Department  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
whose  laboratory,  in  charge  of  which  is  Dr.  C.  Hoyle,  is  situated 
at  the  Northampton  General  Hospital.  The  bacteriological 
examination  of  water  samples,  milk  samples  and  ice-cream  samples 
is  also  carried  out  by  Dr.  Hoyle. 

3.  Diptheria  Antitoxin. 

A  supply  of  antitoxin  is  always  available  for  use  in  the 
District  by  applying  to  the  dispenser  at  the  Northampton  General 
Hospital.  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  can  be  obtained  from  the  Public 
Health  Department,  County  Hall,  Guildhall  Road,  Northampton, 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Child  Yfelfare  Centres  provided  by  the  County  Council  are  held 
at  Duston,  Hackleton,  Kislingbury,  Weston  Favell,  Roade  and  Yardley 
Hastings. 

5.  Tuberculosis  Survey. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Service  carried  out  a  survey  at  a  Hospital 
in  the  District. 

One  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  persons  were  examined* 

The  rate  per  thousand  of  newly  discovered  significant  cases  of 
tuberculosis  was  0.85.

1 .  Water, 

Castle  Ashby, 

The  main  water  supply  is  now  laid  on  to  Castle  Ashby  village 
also  to  Whiston, 

Properties  to  the  east  of  the  road  through  Castle  Ashby 
village  are  to  retain  the  estate  supply  from  local  sources 
(Compton  Estates  Company  is  responsible  for  the  chlorination  of 
these  supplies). 

At  present  there  are  eleven  known  public  wells.  Of  these 
one  has  a  pump  in  working  order.  Most  of  the  wells  are  polluted. 

Water  sampling  for  bacteriological  analysis  is  set  out  in 
Table  XI  on  page  29.

Small  pox. 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  as  was  so  in  1962, 
Smallpox  Outbreak  -  Surveillance. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  were  re-vaccinated,  also  certain  smallpox 
contacts  in  the  District.  The  contacts  were  kept  under 
regular  surveillance  for  an  appropriate  period. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Five  cases  (2  males,  3  females)  were  notified  during 
the  year,  as  compared  with  twenty-  six  during  1962.  All 
the  cases  appeared  to  be  of  a  mild  clinical  type, 

Diptheria. 

No  case  of  diptheria  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

No  cases  were  notified  under  the  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
Regulations,  1939,  in  the  yeqr  under  review,  as  was  'so 
in  1962. 

Pneumonia. 

Six  cases  (all  males)  of  acute  primary  pneumonia  or 
acute  influenzal  pneumonia  were  notified,  as  compared  with 
seven  in  1962.  Pneumonia  was  the  certified  cause  of  death 
in  16  cases.  These  deaths  are  not  necessarily  those  of 
patients  who  were  notified  under  the  relevant  regulations. 

Erysipelas. 

Two  cases  (l  male,  1  female)  were  notified  compared 
with  one  in  1 962. 

Measles. 

Seven  hundred  cases  (352 males,  348  females)  were  notified 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  43  in  1962.  There  were  no 
deaths. 

Who oping  Cough. 

Fourteen  cases  (4  male,  10  female)  were  notified,  as 
compared  with  eighteen  in  1962.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis  (infantile  Paralysis). 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  as  was  so  in  1962. 

Acute  Encephalitis  (infective). 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  as  was  the  case 
in  1962. 

Dysentery  (Sonne). 

Eighteen  cases  (male) were  notified  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  one  in  1962. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

Again  no  case  was  notified  during  the  year.

Three  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  (2  male,  1  female)  were 
notified  during  the  year  -  all  being  respiratory  -  as  compared 
with  three  cases  -  all  respiratory  -  in  1 962. 

There  were  two  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year.

Details  of  water  samples  reports  for  each  Parish  can  be  found  in 
Table  XI  of  the  Appendix  on  page  20. 

Generally  speaking,  the  District  has  a  high  standard  as  regards 
the  purity  of  water  supplies.  The  main  supply  is  now  available  to  all 
Parishes  in  the  District  excepting  Castle  Ashby  and  Whiston,  where  the 
local  supplies  are  ohlorinated. 

Out  of  11  known  public  wells,  only  two  were  in  use  during  1963 
compared  with  two  in  1962. 

During  the  year  no  samples  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis. 
Swimming  Pool. 

During  the  season  91  samples  of  water  from  the  one  privately 
owned  public  swimming  pool  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 
All  these  samples  were  reported  as  satisfactory, 

During  the  summer  season  regular  visits  were  made  to  the  swimming 
pool  to  check  on  efficiaicy  of  the  break-point  chlorination  plant,  both 
by  taking  samples  of  the  water  and  by  comparator  tests  for  residual 
chlorine. 

Roade  Secondary  Modem  School.  Swimming  Pool. 

Six  water  samples  and  comparater  tests  were  taken  during  the 
year.  All  these  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  This  is  a  remarkably 
fine  and  well  appointed  indoor  swimming  pool  which  is  regularly 
enjoyed  by  large  numbers  of  school  children  from  this  school  and 
neighbouring  schools  also. 

Carayans  and  Camping  Sites.

Eradiction  of  Bed  Bugs.

In  the  course  of  everyday  contacts  with  people,  and  as  often 
as  time  allowed,  the  reasoned  Public  Health  point  of  view  was  jj?ut 
forward  to  help  those  with  problems  in  the  field  of  environmental 
health. 
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MILK  REGULATIONS. 


Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  i960 
eleven  retailers  of  various  designated  milks  were  licenced  for 
a  five  year  period  from  the  1st  January,  1 96 1 . 

MILK  SAMPLING. 

At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  regular  milk 
sampling  is  carried  out  at  a  large  farm  dairy  and  bottling  plant.

Knackers'  Yards. 

There  is  one  licensed  Knackers'  Yard  in  the  district; 
Inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  and  conditions 
were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory.

FOOD  COMPLAINTS.

In  each  instance  the  complaint  was  fully  investigated  and 
appropriate  steps  were  taken.  Warnings  were  given  to  the  food 
vendors  concerned  as  to  the  serious  nature  of  the  offences 
committed  and  where  applicable  information  was  passed  on  to  a 
neighbouring  authority  for  such  action  as  was  considered  suitable.

FOOD  PREMISES. 

The  Survey  of  food  premises  has  proceeded  steadily.  Apart  from 
relatively  few  premises  where  lower  standards  of  cleanliness 
obtained  the  overall  standard  was  good. 


Of  the  mobile  food  shops  based  within  the  district  there  are 
10  of  which  5  are  butchers,  4  are  grocers  and  one  is  a  greengrocer. 

Ice-Cream. 

There  are  65  premises  registered  for  the  retail  storage  and 
sale  of  ice-cream  in  the  District.  Routine  sampling  of  the  products 
is  carried  out  for  bacteriological  examination.  No  ice-cream  is  now 
manufactured  in  the  District. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  16  samples  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  and  sub jectedto  the  Methylene  Blue

Imported  Liquid  Egg. 

Following  the  receipt  of  information  from  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  regarding  certain  consignments  of 
imported  liquid  egg,  a  survey  was  made  of  certain  food  premises 
within  the  district  to  ensure  that  appropriate  precautions  were 
being  observed  in  this  connection. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  the  large  factory  abattoir  was  receiving  animals 
from  Markets  mainly  within  a  radius  of  between  60  and  80  miles.  After 
slaughter  and  storage  in  the  extensive  pre-cooler  rooms,  the  meat  was 
sent  out  to  approximately  160  shops  and  depots  within  the  same  radius, 
a  twice  weekly  delivery  service  being  maintained  in  most  instances. 

In  addition  the  premises  of  the  abattoir  also  act  as  a  transit  depot 
for  large  consignments  of  frozen  and  chilled  imported  meat  brought  direct 
from  the  ports.  This  is  accommodated  in  the  large  deep  freeze  store  or 
in  the  pre-cooler  rooms  as  appropriate  prior  to  despatch  to  the  shops 
as  required.

MEAT  INSPECTION  (CONTINUED). 

Abattoir  and  Meat  Depot,  Alterations  and  Improvements. 

1.  The  roof  of  the  small  slaughterhouse  was  raised  substantially 
admitting  more  natural  light  and  in  so  doing  the  ventilation  was 
appreciably  improved  by  provision  in  the  roof  and  walls  of  louvered 
ventilators. 

2.  Additional  offal  hanging  space  was  provided  for  the  smalls 
slaughterhouse  to  facilitate  meat  inspection  in  accordance  with  the 
Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963. 

3.  Guarding  provision  to  beef  slaughterhall  machinery  was  provided 
as  a  safety  measure. 

A.  Lockable  gully  gratings  were  installed  in  the  beef  slaughterhall 
ensuring  efficiency  and  safer  conditions. 

5.  The  condition  and  surfacing  of  the  ramped  approach  to  the 
slaughterhouse  yards  and  lairage  had  deteriorated  badly  due  to  long 
regular  use.  These  circumstances  caused  danger  to  lorries  and  animals 
were  thrown  about  in  the  vehicles  involving  cruelty  as  well  as  bruising. 
This  matter  was  taken  up  with  those  concerned,  the  ramped  approach 

was  reconstructed  and  conditions  improved. 

6.  A  major  improvement  was  carried  out  adapting  existing  out¬ 
buildings  into  a  new  beef  stunning  pen  with  ramp  and  bleeding  and 
dressing  area.  The  roof  was  raised  to  provide  automatic  dropper 
electrical  lifting  and  lowering  gear  and  other  equipment  to  facilitate 
throughput  of  animals.  Improvements  were  carried  out  to  provide 
ventilation,  natural  and  artificial  lighting,  wall  tiling  and  better 
floor  drainage. 

Under  the  inspection  service  provided  by  the  Council  all  the 
meat  passing  through  these  premises  in  addition  to  that  at  the  five 
smaller  slaughterhouses  is  100%  examined.  One  of  the  two  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspectors  was  engaged  full  time  on  meat  inspection  and 
duties  in  addition  to  carrying  out  work  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
Act,  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  the  Slaughterhouse  Hygiene  Regulations, 
the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  Regulations  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations.

Cysticerous  bovis  infestation. 

During  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year  Cysticercus  bovis  cysts 
were  found  in  40  beasts,  of  these,  two  cyst  infestations  were  viable 
and  the  carcases  were  subjected  to  appropriate  refrigeration,  for  21 
days  in  each  case. 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  196  3  were  in  force  for  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year  during  which  29  beasts  were  found  infested  (four 
by  viable  and  25  by  degenerated  cysts).  All  these  carwases  were 
subjected  to  the  appropriate  refrigeration  period.
